This is a reply after final action pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 16(b) amending the apphcation 
identified above by canceling without prejudice all finally rejected claims pending in the 
application. Since the remaining claims of the subject application have been allowed, it is 
submitted that, as a formal matter, the application is now in condition for allowance. 

An Office Action dated 12 May 2003 was issued in connection with the subject 
application in which claims 64 and 66 through 71 inclusive of the application were allowed and 
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claims 60 through 63 inclusive and 65 were finally rejected. The final rejection was appealed in 
a notice of appeal timely submitted to the United States Patent and Trademark Office on 
12 November 2003 with a certificate of first-class mailing.
